Telegraph Circuit.

NEW YORK, Oct. &.—The Asso- 
ciated Press broke four records in 
handling news of the championship 
baseball game vesterday. 

It operated the longest single 
telegraph circuit on record, never 
before had s0 many operators, 
worked on a single wire, more play- 
er score boards were linked to the 
wire than at any other time, and 
for the first time in history 80 
broadcasting stations permeated the 
air with reports received over the 
same wire. 

The entire leased wire svstem of 
the Associated Press, linking up 
more than 400 cities throughout the 
United States and. extending into 
Eastern Canada and Cuba was con-. 
nected directly into the Pittsburg 
ball park. The @ispatches trans- 
mitted from the park § traversed | 
more than 46.500 miles of space as 
they found their way to the various.
